Baker Interpeses Objection. 

Secretary Baker tonight issued a 
statement: emphasizing the purpose of. 
the War Department to keep-men of 18 
in the deferred class “as far as practi- 
cable,” but urging that Congress do not 
tie the hands of the Government with 
any provision calling them last. The 
Secretary’s statement follows: 

- “It is the policy of, ihe War. Depart- 
ment ‘to call last, as far as practicable, 
the men from 18 to 19, as.I told the’ 
| Benate Committee, and I hoped that the 
Congress. would not make the law so in- 
elastic as to make it impossible for us to 
call the 18-19 men until we could certi- 
‘fy. definitely that. we had exhausted the 
‘other. ages, because the long-drawn-out 
processes of classifying and deferring 
men take so long that we can never 
teli when’ we have absolutely finished 
with*the other ages. My plan was to 
@efer the call of the 18-19 men as far 
as practicable; and I hoped that the 
Congress would not make their law any 
more ‘inelastic, than that.

WASHINGTON, Aug. -82,—The Gov- 
ernment of Sweden has finally bowed to 
the -mevitable and recognizéd thé su- 
premacy of the Entente Powers upon the 
high seas as well as the pressure of the 
blockade against Germany. After months 
of negotiation the Stockholm Govern- 


ment has. entered. into an agreement 
with: Great ‘Britain, France, ‘and the 
United Statés under which these. Gov- 
erminent agree to” the rationing: or 
Sweden in return for the observance of 
certain conditions, the use of 400,000 tons 
of' Swedish shipping, and certain Swed- 
ish products, including rich Swedish iron 
ores. 

The négotiations, the result of which 
were. revealéd- first in the statement 
made in New York City today by Axel 
R. Nordvall, head of the Swedish Spe- 
cial. Mission.to the United States, have 
beeh thoroughly successful and it was 
ascertained ‘tonight that officials of the 
State Department and of the War Trade 
Board; as-welH as of the: present Swed- 
ish Government, aré gratified’ by the re- 
suit. The United States now has ration- 
ming agreenients with four of the princi- 
pal European neutrals—Sweden, Norway, 
Spain, and Switzerlaud. There are no 
agreements yet with Holland.and Den- 
mark, but each of these neutrals has a 
commercial mfssion in the United States, 
and there is every reason to believe 
that they, too, will come into line.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—Chargés of 
incompetency, failure to adopt success- 
ful European airplane types, huge prof- 
its. to’ manufacturers, looose organiza- 
tion, and practical: ‘control “of the air- 
plane. program by automobile manufact- 
urers without - experience in air work 
are made in the report filed by the Sub- 
Committee of the Senate Military Af- 
fairs Committee, which has been inves- 
tigating allegations of the failure in the 
plans for properly equipping the army 
abroad with means for successfully con- 
ducting the war in the air. 

The report was filed with the Senate 
today by Senator Thomas of Colorada 
Chairman of the sub-committee, 
other members of which are Senators 
Reed of Missouri, Smith of Georgia, 
New of Indiana, and Frelinghuysen of 
New Jersey. 

Disclaiming any purpose to voice 
wholesale condemnation of the air pro- 
gram the report praises much that has 
been done, and predicts that we are ap- 
proaching the period ‘when quantity 
production of planes soon may be hoped 
for.” - The committee leaves charges of 
personal dishonesty to-be taken care of 
by the inquiry being made by the D-- 
partment of Justice, which is in charge 
of Charles E. Hughes. 

Many Millions Wasted. 

The sub-committee scathingly criticises 
the delays and shortcomings its investi- 
gation has disclosed. The report .as- 
serts that of the appropriation of $640,- 
000;000 ‘originally made by Congress for 


_the aviation program a substantial part 


has been ‘ practically- wasted.’"” This 
appropriation was made in July, 1917. 
The sub-committee,. after pointing out 
that $884,000,000. more. was found to be 
necessary to carry forward the aircraft 
program, asserts that. while.we have 
been raising an army of 3,500,000 only 
‘sixty-seven of the De Haviland planes 
that- had been. shipped up to Aug. 1 of 
the present: year had ‘Yreached_the bat- 
tlefront , on July 1, 1918, and that it was 
mot until Aug, 7 that. a squadron of 
eighteen of them made its first flight 
-over the German’ lines.

FOE’S ANCRE LINE 
WAS THINLY HELD 


Gen. Byng Found That It Was 
Made Up of Isolated Ma- 
chine-Gun Positions.

WITH THE BRITISH ARMIES, 
Aug. 21.—Today the scene of con- 
flict has changed once more and the 
British blow is being struck along 
a front of eight or nine miles of 
country lying almost equally distant 
from Arras on the north and Albert 
on the south. 

It cannot be called a hilly coun- 
try, but it is a fairly high plateau 
of sand and chalk, divided into long 
low ridges by small water courses, 
which flow deviqusly into the Scarpe 
near Arras on the one side and into 
the Ancre above Albert on the other, 
For the plateau fs really part of the 
‘watershed which. Gives. the rivers 
of Northern. France. 

I lately described the lower half 
of the front now concerned, as seen 
from the terrible Wood of Gomme- 
eourt on the day. when one of the 
British corps discovered that the

ing from the region “of Puisieux and 
Serre. The whole region is marked 
by names famous or mournfyl in the 
former fighting, such as Gomme- 
court,-the two Achiets, and Thiepval 
far down across the Ancre, while due

As might be. supposed, the ‘whole 
region is also marked by graves, 
many of which date from the French 
resistance of nearly four years ago, 


and by a complicated system of| 


French, British, and German trench- 
es of various dates, but all equally 


obstructive to the movement (of. 
troops, as are the miles of barbed 


wire which litter the surface. When 
a village is mentioned it must be re- 
membered, as always in this war, 
that the place is now a mere rubbish 
heap of ruins. 

The object of the British force 
under General Byng was in the first 
place to follow up the recent success 
north and south of the Somme by 
dealing another hard blow at the 
enemy further north, for when one 
acts on the offensive, the more often 
one strikes the better. But besides 
this general rule, it was important 
to follow up the enemy’s retirement 
from the line above mentioned, 
starting from Bucquoy through 
Puisieux to Serre, 

In the distance stood Bapaume as 
a prize, together with the possibility 


of protecting Arras from further |’ 


peril and of shaking the enemy’s 
hold upon Albert, 
These, however, were remote ob- 
jects, perhaps not ostensibly consid- 
ered, for the attack has not been on 
such scale as the Fourth Army’s 
great movement further'south. Op- 
posite the British divisions the Ger- 


mans had their 17th Army under |: 


General Otto von Below. They may 
have some 50 battalions to oppose, as 
their army line, as is now usual with 
them, was thin but deep. It -was 
arranged not in continuous trenches 
but in isolated outposts and ma- 
chine-gun positions, one behind the 
other, to a considerable depth. But 
the map will show the railway from 
Arras to Albert, which was their 
real line of defense, for it consists 
largely of cuttings and of embank- 
ments, both equally serviceable in 
checking an attack. 

Accordingly, it was along this 
railway that the heaviest fighting 
was expected, and ‘so it has turned. 
out: 
way. and Achiet-le-Petit just west of 
it and toward Miraumont on ‘the 
Avre may ‘be taken as the central 
points of this first day’s attack as 
likely to be the strongest points of 
resistance. 

At the beginning of the attack the 
British held part of Ayette, half of 
Beaumont and Puyisieux and Serre, 
but the enemy had Moyenneville, 
Courcelles, Ahblainzevelle, half of

Byng’s attack was divided into two 
sections, a. northern of 10,000 yards 
front, and a southern of 5,000 yards; 
and it was arranged that the south- 
ern section should come into action 
an hour later than the northern—I 
suppose ‘because it had not so far to 
go before reaching the railway in 
front. 

Many of the attacking troops 
were of high standing and repute- 
tion. It was hardly likely that the 
attack would be a strategic surprise, 
for the enemy would naturally sup- 
pose that after their success further 
south the British would strike him 
hard at some other position; but the 
command hoped to make this a tac- 
tical surprise, and so it proved, 

The night was very ctill, but as the 
hours passed a wet mist formed over 
the earth, though the sky remained 
cloudless and sometimes one could 
see a star. So thick did the mist be- 
come that between 3 and 4 o’clock 
the trees were dripping with moist- 
ure almost like rain. ‘Toward 5 
o’clock the first glimmer of dawn 
was just perceptible. 

Suddenly, at five minutes to 5, the 
foggy air shook with an outburst of 
the British guns, and orange tongues 
flickered in the obscurity, For

Walked Behind Their Gieiaas 

Under this barrage, the British 
went forward in waves, not leaping 
out of trenches or rushing wildly on,

Shell Hits a Dressing Station. 
‘Happily the Germans were al- 
ready withdrawing their guns and 


splashing over the British lines, 
though. one of them unhappily 
splashed into the very thick of.an 
advanced dressing station. Except 
for’ their machine gunners, the 
Germans did not cling to their 
positions. One Englishman assured 
me that he walked straight forward 
for over a mile without seeing 
an enemy. But distance. deceives, 
and the fog blinds. I can only say 
that the resistance seems to have 
been slight until the railway was 
reached. It seems true that officers 
and machine gunners are the best 
fighters in the German Army .ow, 
and that the rest are seldom for- 
midable by themselves. 

By 7 o’clock little parties of pris- 
oners began to come down the paths, 
many of them ‘carrying British 
wounded. But along the railway 
the opposition became a very differ- 
ent matter, and directly the British 
lines approached it, the wounded in- 


creased most unfortunately. Just 
as the mist was lifting and interest 


was at its height 1 was obliged to 
leave the scene for a journey of 
hours to. telegraph, as usually hap- 
pens in this extended area at North- 
ern France. 

As to the result, so far as known 
hitherto, it is reported, I believe con- 
fidently, that Ablainzevelle and 
Achiet-le-Petit are taken, and I was 
near enough to hear that the other 
half of Bucquoy and the whole of 
Courcelles became ours almost at 
once. I am now told that our tanks 
and some of our infantry are across 
the railway, and that must mean 
success for the whole rovement, 


are reported, and I know that 200 
were taken at one clutch just outside 
of Courcelles.

So far the advance has gone well 
and all are pleased, especially the 
walking wounded.

At Least 3,000 Prisoners. 


The total number of prisoners 
taken is still uncertain, but it is 


known that at least 3,000 have been 
captured, In comparison with those 
aken yesterday, the prisonérs today 
were tired, dirty, hungry, and thristy. 
Among. them was an Austrian artil- 
lery officer, who-arrived at the 
cages with all the elegance — that 
usually surrounds officers in Em- 
peror Charles’s army. He had his 
soldierservant with him, but: the 
servant got lost in the mixup, and, 
much to the annoyance of both man 
and master, they were put in sepa- 
rate cages, —

“Official notification of the action 
taken by the Bolshevist régime did not 
reach Secretary Lansing and the Wash- 
ington Government until today, when 
the State Department received a dis- 
patch from Vice Consul Imbrie narrat- 
ing the facts. The message’ was. filed 
on Aug. 2 and was delayed twenty days 
in transmission. In it Mr. Imbrie stated 
that.on that date he had been informed 
by the Boishevist Government: that. a 
*“*state of war’’ existed between the 
two Governments. : 

After lowering the American flag the 
Vice Consul notified all Americans to 
leave. He informs the State Depart- 
ment that on Aug. 2 there were only 
twenty American citizens in Petrograd. 
One of them. was under arrest and an- 
other was in hiding. For ten days 
prior .to Aug. 2, the Vice Consul re- 
ported, Americans. had been subjected 
-to persecution by the Bolsheviki. Their 
homes had been entered without pre- 
text, ransacked, and some of their prop- 
erty destroyed. 

State Department officials are in- 
clined -to the vpinion that “the report 
transmitted by Vice Consul Imbrie was 
egincident, or nearly so, with the visit 
of allied and American officials at

open. Foch was-not long in. taking ad- 
vantage of this situation. 


Striking quickly before the Germans 
had had an opportunity to settle down 
into the new positions into which his at- 
tacks of the two days previous had 
driven them, he rapidly pushed his lines 
northward over this level country until 
he was safely anchored along the south 
bank of the Oise from Sempigny, just 
south of Noyon, almost to the Junction 
of the. Oise with the Olse-Aisne Canal. 
This, it is true, gave the Germans an 
excellent defensive barrier behind which 
they could take refuge. But at the same 
time it took from them almost at asingle 
blow all of the ground they. had, gained 
as a result of their expensive offensive 
down the yailley of the-Matz and de- 
prived them of the defensive strength 
of these old positions. Also it flanked 
first the woods of Carlepont on the east- 
ern side of the bend, and what is more 
important did the same thing to the for- 
est of Ourscamps, which stretches out 
against the eastern bank all the way 
from Ribecourt to Sempigny. 

This cleared the western bank of the 
Oise at a stroke. The forces holding 
this bank were taken in the rear and al- 
most without any pressure from the 
French they were forced to retire to- 
ward: Noyon. The French-line on this 
side of the riveris now along the Di- 








vette River from Evricourt to the 
mouth. 

The French, however, have not yet 
taken Noyon, and their way to the re- 
covery of this city will, it is feared, 
be beset with difficulties. It cannot be 
taken from the south because of Ahe 
barrier of the Oise.

PRAGUE CONGRESS 
OF OPPRESSED NATIONS 


Details That Austrian Censor 
Suappressed—T ext of the Revo- 
lutionary Proclamation. 


BERNE, July 81; (Associated Press.) 
—The-words ‘‘ Long live Wilson! ’’ and 
** Long live the Entente! ’’ were written 
on. the walls of the meeting place of 
the Congress’ of Oppressed Nations, 
which recently met at Prague: Although 
the police hastened to remove. them, 
they reappeared as«if by magic. 

The extent to which the revolutionary 
ferment has increased in Austria-Hun- 
gary is shown by the text of the resolu- 
tions adopted by the Congress, copies 
of which have been received here. It 
is in the form of a proclamation, and 
is.said to be the first joint revolutionary 
proclamation ever issued in the Dual 
Monarchy. It says in part: 


“he assembled representatives unani- 
mously declare that’ a better future for 
this nation is to be founded and durably 
assured on the firm basis of world de- 
mocracy, real and sovereign government 
by. the people, and a universal alliance 
of nations vested with the authority of 
arbitration. 

“They reject most emphatically all 
treaties not sanctioned by the sovereign 
whl of nations... They are convinced that 
all peace for which they and all democe | 
racies of the world are longing can be. 
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fighteous and durable ony if the word 
puts-an. end tothe existing unbearable 
domination of one nation over the. other, 
and if the world makes it possible for 
| nations ‘to organize their relations to 
each. other: on the basis of equal rights 
and free conventions, in order that they 
may defend themselves against the evils 
of imperialism. 

‘They are resolved to sacrifice eyery- 
thing, Sinvinced that these are the na- 
tion's critical days; that they are:aiding 
civilization.in the effort to free human- 
ity once and for all from‘ the everlasting 
international violence and murder—as 
show by the experience.of this unprece- 
dented war—and are “helping toward 
the, new era. of dependence on interna- 
tional law, the, fraternity of nations, 
A rights, and human Iiberty.’’

FIND MANY STOLEN REELS 





Head of Royal Cinema Indicted and 
Held in $5,000 Ball—Pictures 
Never Shown Here. 





The Department of Justice yesterday 
began an investigation into the possibil- 
ity of moving picture captions in Span- 
ish, accompanying films exported to 
Mexico and South America, being used 
to transmit military information to Ger- 
man agents in the southern countries. 

William C. Thompson of 145 West For- 
ty-fifth Street, head of the Royal Cine- 
ma, was indicted in the Court. of Gen- 
eral Sessions on the charge of receiving 
stolen goods, and, after arraignment be- 
fore Judge Malone, was held in $5,000 
bail. 

On instructions from Assistant District 
Attorney Alfred J. Talley Detective 
Russo. of the District Attorney’s office 
raided the film exchange in Forty-fifth 
Street, where he found a large number 
of films, and arrested Thompson. Russo 
was accompanied. to the film exchange 
by operatives ofa detective agency and 
by officers attached to the Customs In- 
tellligence Service. Thompson and five 
other persons were taken to the District 
Attorney’s office and questioned by Mr. 
Talley and by~the anpons Intelligence 
officers. 

It appeared that a film called ‘‘ Who 
is No. 17’? made by the Famous Play- 
ers-Lasky Corporation, was exhibited in 
Mexico in April after having been stolen 
from' this country. It had never been 
placed on view im this country. The 
film was traced to the distributing point 
in New York and°two days ago Harold

AMSTERDAM, Aug. 22.—There is 
much discussion among the people of 
Potsdam as to whether the bronze statue 
of General von Steubén, of.

WITH THE AMERICAN: ARMY IN}. 


FRANCE, Aug. 22, (Associated Press.) 
Lieutenant Blair Thaw of Pittsburgh, 
@® member of the American Aviation 
Service, was killed Sunday evening 
when his airplane fell, as a result of en- 
gine trouble. 

Lieutenant Thaw, who was a brother 
ef. Major William Thaw and a son of 
Benjamin Thaw, of Pittsburgh and New 
York, was traveling in a pursuit group 
fear the front toward Paris. The en- 
gine trouble developed at an altitude of 
2,000 feet, and the machine when it fell 

‘struck a number. of telephone wires and. 
collapsed, upside down. 

Thaw was instantly killed and his 
Companion aviator was badly injured. 

Although less well known than his 
brother, Lieutenant Thaw had just been 
Promoted to command a flying squadron 
and was on his way to take over the 
squadron when he fell to his death. 
His body was taken to an evacuation 
hospital, where impressive funeral serv- 
ices were held Tuesday afternoon. The 

. body was buried in the same plot where 
the remains of Major Raoul Lufbery 
‘are interred. 

Airplanes wheeled overhead while the 
‘funeral service was being conducted by 
an Episcopal clergyman in the little 
chapel of the hospital. The coffin was 
afterward placed on a flower-covered 
truck, which proceeded slowly to the 
cemetery, preceded and followed by the 
officers and men of Thaw’s squadron, 
Major Thaw, and the aviator’s mother. 

The propeller of Thaw’s ‘machine was 
held upright. at the grave as the body 
was lowered. The sounding of ‘‘taps’”’ 
and three salvos fired from revolvers 
ended the ceremony, while ten airplanes 
were circling overhead. 


Lieutenant Blair Thaw was mentioned 
fm an official dispatch from General 
Pershing to the Secretary of War on 
Aug. 17 as having been a member of a 
squadron of eighteen aviators using 
De Haviland Four airplanes, built in 
the United States and equipped with 
Liberty motors. The dispatch said 
that the squadron successfully carried 
eut the first reconnoissance flight of 
American-built machines behind the 
German lines, returning without loss. 

Although he was only 18 years old 
when he went abroad last December, 
Lieutenant Thaw had been an aviator 
for two years. Before he entered the, 
American air service he had his civilian 
ag license, and flew often at Mineola, 

en he was about 15, just before the 
war began, he invented an airplane sta- 
bilizer, which was attached to a ma- 
chine flown by his brother William in 
competition for the $100,000 aviation 
safety prize in France. 

In 1915 he had a narrow escape from 
death when a new biplane in which he 
had been flying for the first time struck 
the ground hard in landing and was 
partly wrecked. He had been unable to 

ick out a smooth spot on Hempstead 

_ Plains in the dark. .On another occa- 
‘ston he found himself ‘‘lost’’ in an 
airplane 5,Q00 feet in the air. His gaso- 
-line gave out as he was flying through 
a heavy fog, but he go to vol- 
plane to the ground, landing in the 
Sheepfoid in Central Park. He was on 
his way to Governors Island from 
Hempstead. Later he flew sixty-five. 
miles to attend the Harvard-Yale foot- 
1 game at New Haven.

On the night of Aug. 21-22 there was 
bright moonlight and a clear sky. Our 
night bombing airplanes dropped more 
than 2544 tons of bombs on different 
targets. The Cambrai and prarceing 
stations were heavily attacked, as wel 
as a number of railway bridges and 
lines, airdromes, and billets. The 
bridge at Aubigny-au-Bac, on the road: 
connecting Douai and Cambrai, was 
broken down. All our machines re- 
turned safely. 

One of our night-flying .machines 
brought down in flames on this side of 
the line a large enemy night bombing 
airplane. The machine reported in. yes- 
terday’s communiqué as missing has 
returned.

THE HAGUE, Aug. 22.—A_ neutral 
diplomat who was recently in Belgium, 
talking to THE NEw York TIMES corre- 
spondent, ‘said: , 

“The Germans continue to ‘deport 
mere boys from Belgium for work be- 
hind the front, and the conditions under 
which they work are worse than slavery. 
Any excuse is good enough. One day 
some. Germans appeared at a cinema 
performance in Ghent and deported the 
whole male audience, declaring that 
they were unemployed. 

‘*T was sitting recently outside a café 
at Mons when a friend bowed to a man 
who seemed to be.a workman in overalls 
carrying ‘a log on his shoulder. When 
I looked in surprise, my friend explain- 
ed that the man in overalls was a sdlici- 
tor from Li&ége, who had been obliged to 
work on the railroad all day."’ 

Prices in Belgium continue to rise, the 
diplomat said, and the people ‘could 
hardly exist without American relief. 

‘* Everything is still procurable with 
money,’’ he continued, ‘‘and you can 
get the finest dinner imaginable in Brus- 
sels if you can pay the price, which is, 
however, terrific. Tuberculosis is a 
scourge. It is now estimated that 20 
per cent. of the population are consump- 
tive, and bad colds and coughs often 
develop into,quick consumption. 

‘““The Germans are grauually taking 
everything from the population, and 
have even taken the clothes from the 
people in the army zone. Traveling is 
appalling, as nearly everything has been 
removed from the carriages, so that the 
seats are almost on the ground. 

‘“‘The Germans are obviously de- 
pressed since the recent allied offensive, 
which changed their plans. They had 
intended to attack around Ypres ‘and 
Mons and had massed large numbers of 
troops in these sections of the front.’’ 

The Times correspondent is told that 
a Belgian woman who was recently at- 
tended by a German doctor at the birth 
of a child, expressed the hope of repay- 
ing him some day. The doctor, accord- 
ing to the story, replied that he had re- 
paid himself by blinding the child for 
life. :

RAILPOADS LOSE 
PRIVATE CAR CASE 


No General Increase in Additional 
Charge for Transportation, 
Commission Rules. 








WASHINGTON, Aug. 22,—After six 
years of litigation, the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission today handed down 
a decision that no additional charge 
shall “be_made for freight carried in 


refrigerator, tank, stock, heater, coal, or 
other such priv ately owned ears, except 
where the ordinary rate is based on 
transportation in another type of car 
cheaper to operate, 

Specifically, an ‘increase from three- 
quarters to i cent a mile was allowed 
in the additional rate for tank, poultry, 

heater cere, te become effective Oct. 
15 next.- This increase does not apply 
to stock, coal, coke, rack, flat, box, or 
pocket cars, the additional rate on which 
a at three-quarters of a cent a 
mile. 

Reicing of cars must be done by the 
gerriers. and the charges for this serv- 

must be based on actual cost, with 
@ reasonable percentage of profit. 

Complete rules and regulations were 
fasued governing the -eperation of pri- 
vate cars, a source of controversy be- 
tween carriers and shippers and private 
car owners for years. he decision pre- 
vents railroads from obtaining addi- 
te! rates on freight to cover the cost

Missed by Torpedo, She Out- 
strips Submarine In a 
Rurining Battle. 


| MORE FISHERMEN ARE SUNK 


Practically Entire Fleet of Maritime 
Fish Corporation Has Been De- 
stroyed by Captured Trawler. 


AN ATLANTIC PORT, Aug. 22.—A 
British freight steamship which arrived 
here today from Buropean waters was 
attacked. by.a submarine yesterday aft- 
ernoon when near Nantucket. One tor- 
pedo was fired by the U-beat which 
missed the freighter by about twenty 
yards, members of the crew said. 

‘The submarine then began shelling 
the ship, and the fire was returned by 


the Brittsher. A running fight lasting lo 


more than an hour followed, the 
freighter finally outdistaneing the subd- 
marine. None of the shots fired by the 
U-boat took effect. 

Evidences of probably additional rav- 
ages of enemy submarines along the 
Atlantic Coast were brqught in today 
by officers of a small coastwise sailing 
ship. Last Monday, the officers said, 
when about thirteen miles southwest of 
Cape Hatteras Light. they passed the 
hull of an iron vessel 800 feet long float- 
ing bettom up. The day following, in 
the forenoon, when eleven miles off 
Winter Quarter Shoal, the dismantled 
hull of a large schooner was sighted. 
The same day, at 4 P. M., seven miles 
east of Five Fathom Bank Lightship, a 
four - masted sunken schooner was 
fhe topmasts protruding - from 
the water, their condition indicating the 
vessel had been but recently sunk, 
Shortly after two lifeboats which were 
not marked were picked up. 

Another coasting vessel which arrived 
today repotted to its agents that while 
off Parreauwere Beach, Virginia, 200 bar- 
rels of engine oil and 100 cases of auto- 
mobile oil were picked up. The .report 
added that much additional ofl in cases 
was seen but could not be taken aboard.

YOUNG MEN FOR a 

The House Military Affairs Com- 
mittee has approved of the bill which 
provides that the draft ages shall ex- 
tend from 18 to 45, but it has decided, 
in so far as the committee can make a 
decision, that youths of 18 shall be 
called for service last, and that the 
19-year-old registrants shall not be 
called until the men between 20 and 
45 have preceded them. If the House 
sustains the committee’s judgment 
and the Senate concurs, it will be in 
utter disregard of the counsel of the 
General Staff and of the Provost Mar- 
shal General, whose tables show that 
there is a great reservoir of combat- 
ant man power in the ages under 21, 
and that as the ages above ascend 
toward 45 the yield of men fit for 
service, and particularly for the or- 
deal of battle, diminishes rapidly. 

If the advice of the House Military 
Affairs Committee is followed a way 
will have been found not to win the 
war quickly, perhaps not to win it at 
all. That would suit the pacifists, the 
pseudo-patriots, the pro-Germans, 
and the enemy aliens, but it would 
not.suit the great body of the Amer- 
ican people, who, heart and soul, are 
for victory, not in 1920 or some other 
year, but next year if a great Amer- 
ican army can be put on the firing 
line. Why not leave the order of call- 
ing out the different classes to the 
President, the Commander in Chief. 
He would act with sound judgment 
based upon expert military opinion 
and the necessities of the case. The 
time to call out the best fighters is 
the emergency when they are needed; 
it is the older men who should be sent 
to the front last. This is fundamental 
sand obvious. We do not think that 
Congress when it exercises its sober 
judgment will accept the irrational 
and peculiar conditions which the 
House Military Affairs Committee 
wants to graft upon the Draft Amend- 
ment bill. 
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A BRAND NEW TAX BILL. 

The net result of the weeks spent in 
considering next year’s War. Tax bill 
is a recess for the purpose of giving 
Chairman KiTCHIN time to produce 
one different from any hitherto pro- 
posed. “ Next week” there will be 
offered for the country’s inspection 
Mr. KiTcuHIN’s cross between his bill 
to punish makers of profits above the 
percentage on capital which he ap- 
proves and Secretary’s McApoo’s bill 
taking for war purposes four-fifths of 
profits above those made in peace 
times. Chairman KITCHIN learned last 
year that the ratification of his ideas 
by the House is no guarantee of their 
enactment. ‘The country learned that 
the worst way to get a tax bill is 
through the hasty decisions of a weary 
Conference Committee. Nobody knew 
of the existing war revenue law until 
the country was confronted with the 
accomplished fact, and Mr. KiTcHIN 
is arranging a repetition of that ex- 
perience. The last opportunity * to 
enact the war tax law before the 
Fourth Liberty Loan is now gone. 

Mr, KitcuHin has issued a statement 
of the principles upon which he is 
working. ‘Mr. McApboo’s proposal was 
for the present excess profits tax, to 
which the country has become ad- 
justed like a sleeper to a lumpy bed, 
and for a strict war profit tax, the 
method which proved more produc- 
tive, to be applied by the Treasury. 
Mr. KITCHIN’s manner of complying 
with the Treasury’s proposal is to in- 
crease the excess profits tax and to 
graft on the war profit tax the most 
obnoxious feature of the excess prof- 
its tax. In the excess profits tax 
there is a deduction allowed for what 
was established ag a.normal return 
upon capital. Of course, there can 
be no such thing as a normal return, 
and the arbitrary establishment of 
one was destructively criticised by 
Secretary MoApDoo. But Mr. KITCHIN 
is so enamored of his “ invested cap- 
ital ” idea that he adds it to his con- 
ception of Secretary McApoo’s war 
profit tax. A “ deduction ” of 10 per 
cent. profit on invested capital is al- 
lowed before the 80 per cent. war 
profit tax is computed, This would 
be well enough if it applied to new 
corporations algne, but it applies to 
al!’ corporations, including those 
whose war profits may have declined 
below the deduction allowed, thus an- 
nulling the tax.

Accordingly, such 
swollen corporations are to be taxed 
on 10 per cent. profits anyhow, ap- 
parently regardless of any loss, This 
might be thought absurd were it not 
a fact that losses are not allowed in 
the deductions under the/present per- 
sonal income tax law uniess there are 
equal or larger profits, and some have 
been taxed on income although their 
principal has been depleted during the 
year. , 

The principle upon which the new 
law is being drafted is that Secretary 
McApboo’s proposal favors those taxed 
under the excess profits law, and dis- 
criminates against corporations taxed 
under the war profit law. The idea 
of making the war profit tax less se- 
vere and the excess profits tax more 
severe is to bring the two classes of 
tax nearer together. The committee 
gives a list of corporations favored 
unduly by Secretary McADoo, and in- 
cludes one which has reduced its hei- 
nous income by reducing the price of 
its goods on Government contract by 
about 20 per cent. That was done be- 
fore the new law was announced, and 
it may be that others will find it 
cheaper not to make excess profits 
than to pay taxes on them. 


LLOYD GEORGE TO WOMEN. 

To the manifold and splendid service 
of the. women of England, of Great 
Britain, of all the allied countries, in 
the war, Mr. LiorD GEoRGE’s letter to 
the Interallied Women’s Congress does 
a noble justice. It seems like praise, 
but is the plain truth about their pa- 
tience, their courage, their devotion, 
their great help in so many tasks, 
some of them primary and indispen- 
sable. | 

If the remarks of Mr. GEORGE as to 
women and the vote’ seem a little in- 
congruous, an abatement of the high 
theme, we have to remember that:a 
general election may have to come late 
this year or early next. The electo- 
rate under the new Franchise act will 
be mightily enlarged, more than 
doubled, perhaps trebled. Instead of 
8,000,000, there will be 16,000,000 
voters at least, it is computed. 

The new register of the Peckham 
Division in Camberwell, which had 
12,000 voters at the last election, now 
shows 34,000, and is expected to show 
36,000. Of the new voters 14,000 are 
women. The soldiers, only 18, many 
of them, are among the new voters. 
There is no doubt about: their sturdi- 
ness to “ carry on,” their hatred of an 
inconclusive peace. Is Mr. Lioyp 
GEoRGE indicating a certain uneasi- 
ness when he writes that “ my experi- 
“ence in South Wales last week has 
“ confirmed me in the belief that the 
“women there understand perfectly 
“ what is at stake in this war”? They 
“ do not mean to make peace until the 
“ Allies have made it impossible! for 
“ another carnival of violence to befall 
“mankind”; and he believes that 
the spirit of the South Wales women 


Yis typical of that of the women of the 


rest of Great Britain.

KEEP THE BACKFIRE BURNING 


Feed the Flames We Have Started 
Behind the Germans. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Chéradame and the “‘ Hasterners”’ are 
having their innings. An army of 
Czechoslovaks is operating and formi- 
dable in Eastern Siberia, four or five 
thousand miles from their own country. 
A British force has marched from Bag- 
dad to Baku, some 550 miles as the 
crow flies, across the mountains and 
desert of Kurdistan. 

These amazing things stir the imagi- 
nation. But they do more; they make 
clear to the dullest mind, or the most 
opinionated, the fact that a backfire 
has been lit, and that it is possible, 
even probable, that this }ackfire may, 
by due diligence, be nursed“into a flame 
that will consume Pan Germanism and 
save Russia, save Asia, save the world 
from the appalling threat that still 
hangs over humanity. But spedd is of 
the essence of due diligence in this case. 
The Czechoslovaks in Siberia must be 
supported at once or they may be de- 
stroyed as a formidable fighting force. 
Generat Diedrichs is reported to have 
said that the allied forces must reach 
Irkutsk in six weeks or all Western 
Siberia will be lost. to the Czecho- 
slovaks. Irkutsk is 1,500 miles from 
Vladivostok, or more, by rail, and it is 
not supposable that the Siberian Rail- 
road is very able-bodied either in track 
or equipment. So there is no time for 
fooling. 

The only possible way to put a large 
force into Eastern Siberia in time to 
save the situation (if General Diedrichs 
is right) is to let Japan do it. Nobody 
questions the readiness and fitness of 
Japan. There is no readier army 'on 
the planet except, possibly, the German 
Army. 

No one of reasonable and informed 
mind doubts that Japan would under- 
take the job in good faith and with 
entire loyalty to her allies. She took 
a terrible risk and fought a bloody 
war to save her empire from Russian 
ambition. Now she looks with dread 
and apprehension at the prospect of 
having to defend the empire against 
Prussia triumphant'and intrenched in 
Eastern Siberja,, She, knows that. she 








United States to:keep faith, for they 
are giving their most precious lives to 
secure faith among the nations. She 
knows that she cannot trust Prussia, 
for Prussia has proclaimed to the world 
by word and act that a treaty is a 
scrap of paper, binding fools, but not 
binding supernations. Bushido is still a 
living force in Japan. In this case 
Bushido is ‘backed by immediate, 
obvious, and urgent self-interest. Lo, 
we can trust Japan. It is for us.to 
play the game with equal intelligence 
and equal good faith. No doubt the 
nation is ready, it only waits the word 
of a great leader.

UPHOLDS RAILROAD TRAVEL 


Conditions, He Says, “Are Not So 
Bad as Some People -Would 
Have It Believed. 


Secretary of the Treastry William G. 
McAdoo, at the Hotel Vanderbilt, last 
night, said he looked on those who sell 
their Liberty bonds when they do not 
have to as both ‘‘ quitters *’ and ‘‘ un- 
Patriotic.’ This talk followed his visit 
of inspection to the Long Island. Rail- 
road terminals. The Secretary con- 
tinued : F 

“The credit of the United States is as 
vital to the people of the United States 
as health is to the individual and as 
wirtue is to woman. Any man who 
sells his Liberty bonds deliberately, 
thoughtlessly, or unpatriotically is in- 
juring to that extent the credit of the 
United States, and is by that much add- 
ing to the difficulty of the United States 
in fighting the war successfully. If the 
credit of the United States should be 
injured to the extent that the war could 
not be financed properly, it would be a 
disaster comparable to the losing of a 
great battle.’’ 

The practice of some stores, which ex- 
change (merchandise for Liberty bonds, 
Was condemned as reprehensible by the 
Secretary. He added that’ the Amer- 
ican people have shown the greatest in- 
telligence and patriotism on the matter 
of war finances. 


Asked whether Government regulation 
was here.to stay and would result in 
Government ownership, Secretary Mc- 
Adoo said no one could foretell that, 
but he believed that the people would 
settle that in their own way at the 
proper time. However, he hoped to dem- 
onstrate the benefits of a unified sys- 
tem of control, he said. The standard 
contract for railroads, he added, in re- 
ply to a question, was near solution. 

e traveling conditions on the rail- 
roads were not so bad as some people 
would have it believed, he said, and re- 
ferred to the fact that a large number 
of railroad mén are now in the national 
service. The great tax on the passenger 
service of the count was shown’ by 
the fact, Secretary McAdoo said, that 
the railroads handled 1,100,000 troops 
monthly to and from the cantonments 
and between other points... He thought 
that the increase in railroad fares would 
result in cutting down the number of 
persons who traveled, but it did not ap- 
pear that that was the result. It was 
his opinion that the delays in signing 
the standard railroad contracts was not 
due to the Government, and he declared 
that the railroads would be justly 
treated by the Government at all times.

wants to help lick the Kaiser quickly. 
The supreme test in this country right 
now is to deliver the goods in every ine 
of endeavor.’’ He said he found the sit- 
uation on the Long Island Railroad very 
satisfactory. 

‘*I familiarized myself in a general 


day,’’ he added, ‘‘and I want to say 
that they are becoming increasingly im- 
portant because of the army. and navy 
supplies handled there.

The purpose of the Railroad 
Administration is to give sufficient and 
efficient passenger service consistent 
with the paramount needs of the war. 
Wherever an apparent impairment re- 
sults, it springs not from the desire to 
make the service inefficient, but because 
war demands make it unavoidable. 

When the people are inclined to 
question some things they must remem- 
ber that the curtailment of passenger 
service on the railroads of the country 
was a war necessity. They must re- 
member that the demands on the rail- 
roads have never been so great and that 
the facilities of the country are taxed 
as never before. . Aside from the move- 
ment. of troops, there is of course a 
supreme demand for the movement of 
freight. So that it is evident that every 
unnecessary passenger train would ab- 
sorb sO much man power, coal, neces- 
sary locomotives, and other needs. Then 
of course there is a great amount of 
steel required for the necessary pur- 
poses of war, so that not so much of it 
as we might perhaps desire can be 
turned to account in the way of pas- 
senger trains. 

‘** One thing we did was to raise rates, 
which we thought would cut down 
travel, but the result has not been. what 
we anticipated. We think it fair to pe- 
nalize a man for taking a Pullman and 
7 eliminate the needless hiring of sec- 

ons.”’

Bugene M. vis, Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Faber; in’ Brooklyn, issued. a stay 
yesterday which prevents the Secretary 
of State from carrying out any. of the 


‘provisions in the decision of ‘Justice 


Cropsey throwing out the Travis peti- 
tiong for renomination on the ground 
that the County Clerks had not properly 
certified the signatures so as to verify 
the notarial acknowledgment. Under 
the order the Secretary of ‘State cannot 
give. out to the custodian -of primary 
elections throughout the State certifi- 
cates as to the various Republican can-. 
didates which, under the Cropsey ruling, 
would omit the name of Travis. 

The stay was obtained on an affidavit 
by Alexander Otis, attorney for Mr. 
Travis, who recited the Cropsey decision 
and declared that an appeal will be 
heard by the Appellate Division at 1 
o’clock this afternoon. The stay is good 
until such time as the Appellate Division 
renders its decision on. the review of 
the Supreme Court’s action. The Travis 
men declare that they fully expect the 
Appellate Division to reverse Justice 
Cropsey’s ruling, and that if it fails to 
do so the case will be taken to the 
State Court of Appeals next Tuesday. 

The Democratic machine in Queens 
County, headed by Borough President 
Maurice EH. Connolly, got a severe jolt 
yesterday when Supreme Court Justice 
Lazansky handed down an opinion strik- 
ing from the primary ballots all the 
Connolly designees for members of the 
County Committee, leaving only desig- 
nees for State Committeemen. The ac- 
tion was the result of the fight against 
the Connolly machine by Arthur E. 
Keating and his followers. The Demo- 
cratic organization some time ago des- 
ignated one woman County Committee 
member from each election district in 
addition to one man, making two mem- 
bers from each district. In his petition 
Keating contended that the County 
Committee had increased its member- 
ship illegally. In his decision Justice 
Lazansky sustained this contention. 

Merton E. ‘Lewis, candidate for Gov- 
ernor, again called upon Governor 
Whitman yesterday to order an investi- 
gation of the subway situation, and sug- 
gested that the subway patrons, if he 
refused, demand an investigation them- 
selves. Mr. Lewis also issued a state- 
ment again attacking Governor Whit- 
man on the ground that he used patron- 
age to maintain his political organiza- 
tion. Jacob A. Livingston, Republican 
leader of Brooklyn, yesterday invited 
Mr. Lewis to speak in that borough next 
week. The anti-Whitman candidate will 
probably speak at three Brooklyn meet-. 
ings on Friday, Aug. 30. Livingston de- 
clared for Lewis prior to the Saratoga 


convention. At the convention he came 
out for Colonel Roosevelt for Governor, 
and since then has not declared publicly 
for any candidate. 

Word was received at the Whitman 
headquarters yesterday that the indica- 
tions are that the Governor will carry 
the county in the primaries by two to 
one. 


TEN MORE SHIPS DELIVERED 


Ten Others Were Launched—Total 
Completed Tonnage 1,685,456. 


WASHINGTON, Aug.. 22.—Ten ships 
with a ‘total deadweight tonnage of 
51,700 were added to the American Mer- 
chant Marine in the week ended Aug. 
15, the Shipping Board today announced. 
Seven of the ships were steel and three 
wood, ight steel vessels and two wood- 
en ships, a total tonnage of 53,850, 
were launched during the week. 

The effect of the heat wave was indi- 
cated by the production figures, this be- 
ing particularly noticeable’ in the num- 
ber of launchings. In the previous week 
the launchings numbered twenty-two. 

With the additional ten ships, the total 
delivery of ships built for the Shipping 
Board number 273, with a deadweight 
tonnage of 1,685,456. 

A tanker of 9,000 tons, built at Seattle, 
Wash., was the largest of the new ships. 
Other deliveries were made by shipyards 
at Portland, Ore., which turned out 
8; St. Johns, Ore., 2; Camden, N. J., 
Lorain, Ohio, Detroit, Mich., and Mani- 
towoc, Wis., 1 each. 

The launchings were: At Detroit, 2; 
Seattle, 2; Moss Point, Miss., Lorain, 
Portland, Newark, and Bristol and. Su- 
perior, Wis., 1 each.

War Work Lagging for Need of 
1,000,000 Laborers—Skilled 
Reserves Are Exhausted. 


ALL LUXURIES AIMED AT 


Federal Employment Officials ay 
‘Situation Must Be Met by Elire- 
Inating Nonessentials. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—The fect 
that there now is a shortage in war 
work of 1,000,000 unskilled laborers ard 
that the reserve of skilled workers is 
exhausted developed today at a confer- 
ence of field agents of the Federal Em- 
ployment Service. Further curtailment 
of nonessential production. is planned to 
release men for war work. 

The labor shortage is so serious that 
completion of a number of important 
war projects for the army and navy is 
being delayed, it was stated at the con- 
ference. The field agents decided that 
the only way in which the needed labor- 
ers could be obtained was to take them 
from nonessential industry. . 

“‘The time has come for the entire 
nation to realize that business as usual 
is not longer possible,”” Nathan A. 
Smythe, Assistant Director of the Em- 
ployment Service, told the conference. 
“If we are to end the war quickly the 
production of luxuries and nonessen- 
tials in this country must come to an 
end. It is a question of winning the war 
quickly or having it dragged on indefi- 
nitely. 

‘* Manufacturers must give up the cre- 
ation of needless goods, workers must 
be willing to change from nonessential 
to war production even at a hardship to 
themselves, the public at large must 
stop buying luxuries and thereby make 
the problem of curtailing nonessential 
easier.’’ 

An indication of how the nonessentials 
may be combed was given today when 
the Community Labor Board of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia announced a list of 
twenty-four classes of work regarded as 
nonessential. Employers in these classes 
are called upon voluntarily to release 
their unskilled labor for war work. 
Community boards are being organized 
throughout the country by the Depart- 
ment of Labor, and they are to work in 
close co-operation with local draft 
boards. 

Following are the industries which the 
District Board, the first to make an an- 
nouncement, has listed as nonessential: 

Automobile industry accessories, 
drivers of pleasure cars, cleaning, re- 
pairing, and delivery of pleasure cars, 
sight-seeing cars, automobile trucks 
other than those hauling fuel or doing 
Government work, teaming other than 
delivery of products for war work, bath 
and barber shop attendants, bowling, 
billiard, and pool rooms, bottlers and 
bottle supplies, candy manufacturers, 
cigars and tobacco, cleaners and dyers, 
clothing, confectioners, and delicatessen 


establishments, builders and contractors 
not engaged in erection of structures for 
war work, dancing academies, mercan- 
tile stores, florists, fruit stands, junk 
dealers, livery and sales stables, pawn- 
brokers, peanut venders, shoe-shining 
shops, window cleaners, soft-drink es- 
tab ishments, soda fountain supplies. 


TO ADMIT WAR REFUGEES. 


President Submits Resolution to 
Congress to Relieve Serbians. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—A joint res- 
olution authorizing the admission into 
the United States of refugees driven 
from their own countries because of war 
conditions, was transmitted to the Sen- 
ate and House today by President Wil- 
son. The resolution was prepared by 
the Department of Labor, upon the 
recommendation of the State Depart- 
ment, specifically to permit 1, Ser- 
bian refugees, including 500 children, 
who sought refuge in Russia, to come to 
this country. A communication from 
President Wilson urged the passage of 
the resolution, which in the Senate was 


—— to the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee. 

President Wilson transmitted a copy 
of a letter from Acting Secretary of 
State Polk, saying: 

‘*The State Department is informed 
that England and France have received 
large numbers of Serbian refugees, and 
it is the department’s opinion -that the 
admission of: these Serbians into the 
United States would not only be a hu- 
mane act, but would have a good moral 
effect in the Balkans.’’ 

Under the resolution, the waiving of 
the immigration laws in so far as they 
affect the entrance of the refugees from 
war-ridden countries would remain in 
effect until six months after the war.

At City Hall yesterday Mayor Hylan 
presented the medals and other prizes 
which a committee of artists had award- 
ed to the nationalities having the best 
floats in the Fourth of July pageant. 
Before the Mayor proceeded to the busi- 
ness which had called the company to- 
gether, he called Henry MacDonald be- 
fore him and presented him with a gold 
medal, which bore the following inscrip- 
tion: ; 

“fo Henry\MacDonald, L. L. B., as a 
testimonial with the warm appreciation 
of his co-workers in arranging the In- 
dependence Day Pageant, New York 
City, 1918.’’ 

Besides the medal, Mr. MacDonald's 
associates gave him an album contain- 
ing pictures of all the floats which took 
part in the pageant, and a testimonial.

Since only two clubs would take part, 
the Chicago Cubs and the Boston Red 
Sox, the Secretary thought the number 
of men affected by the work or fight or- 
der would be very small, and he stated 
that only a small number would be af- 
fected by the draft at this time, any- 
way. It was the intense interest of the 
soldiers in France in the game, however, 
that appealed to the Secretary of War as 
the real reason the big series should go 
through. Secretary Baker has intimated 
that the scores of the world’s series 
games should be transmitted overseas as 
soon as possible after the contests. 

An official statement on the series is 
expected from Secretary Baker just as 
soon as he has received the National 
Commission's communication. President 
Johnson stated last night in Chicago 
that he was immensely pleased that Sec- 
retary Baker was in favor of the games. 
Acting President John A. Heydler of the 
National League was also delighted 
when he learned of the official approval. 

The details of the series will be an- 


nounced just as soon as a formal ruling D4 


is received from Washington. There is 
a possibility that a part of the re- 
ceipts will be turned over to war chari- 
ties.

Shipbuilding Requirements Next to 
be Filled, and Then War and’

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—The rail- 
roads of the country will consume the 


‘largest amount of steel required by the 


Government, the War Industries Board 
announced tonight following an all-day 
secret conference with the Steel Com- 
mittee of the American-Iron and Steel 
Institute. Shipbuilding requirements 
come next, with the War Department’s 
program third and the navy fourth. 

The meeting was called by Steel Ad- 
ministrator Replogle to find means to 
meet in full, if possible, the steel needs 
of the Government and the Allies. These 
demands for the last six months of this 
year already amount to more than 23,- 
000,000 tons, and are rapidly approach- 
ing the 25,000,000 mark. 

To remedy the shortage of steel which 


is so acute that actual requirements 
cannot be met unless drastic action is 
taken by the steel producers and the 
Government, according to officials, the 


| following measures were determined as 
{ urgent: 


First—Greater conversion of mills to 
the production or steel required in the 
war program. This will entail the elimi- 
nation of many kinds of steel now be- 
ing made for non-war industries. 

Second—Increase in the coal suppl 
particularly by-product coal, available 
for mills engaged in war work. Further 
curtailment of non-war industries, com- 
mandeering of hoarded coal, and diver- 
sion of by-product coal from war in- 
a that could use poorer grades,

Wanted News from ‘“Mamma”’— 
The Rest Did Not Matter. 


AMSTERDAM, Aug. 22.—The Moscow 
Izvestia, a copy of which has been re- 
ceived here, contains further extracts 
from the diary of former Emperor 
Nicholas. 

One extract, dated April 5, 1917, men-

It is now precisely three months 
since we left Mohilev and have been 
kept here as prisonéefs.

“ICOUNTRY WEEKLIES 
TO CONSERVE PAPER 


War Industries Board Adpeunces 
Rales for a Saving of 
' 15 Per Cent. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—Bernard M. 
Baruch, Chairman’ of the War Indus- 
tries Board, announced today that the 
plan for the conservation of news print 
paper had been extended to include 
country weeklies. 

The plan as formulated by. the War 
Committee.of the country weekly pub- 
lishers and accepted by the’ War In- 
dustries Board through Thomas E. Don- 
nelley, Chief of the’ Pulp and Paper 
Section, contemplates a saving‘ of 15 per 
cent: in the use of news print paper in 
the industry as a whole. It provides for 
a reduction of 25 per cent. of all pub- 
lication space in excess of eight pages. 

The official announcement reads in 
part: 

‘“‘ No publisher may continue subscrip- 
tions after three ‘months after date of 
expiration, unless subscriptions are re- 
newed and paid for. 

‘* No\publisher m&y give free copies 
of his paper, except fot actual. service 
rendered; except to camp libraries and 
huts or canteens’ of organizations rec- 
ognized by the Government, such as the 
Red Cross, Y. M. C. A. or K. of C., ex- 
cept to the Library of Congress, and 
other librarles which ‘will agree to bind 
for permanent keeping; except to Gov- 


ernment departmental libraries which 
use said publications in their work; and 
except for similar reasons. 

‘* No publisher shall give free copies to 
advertisers, except not more than one 
copy each for checking purposes. 

‘No publisher shall accept the return 
of unsold copies from news dealers. 

‘* No publisher shall print extra copies, 
for stimulating advertising or subscrip- 
tions, or for.amy use other than those 
specified in these regulations, except not 
to exceed 1 per cent. of his circulation, 
with a minimum of ten copies. 

‘**No publisher shall send free copies 
in exchangé for other publications, ex- 
cept to such other publications as are 
printed within the county, or within a 
radius of forty miles from his point of 
publication. 

No publisher shall sell his publica- 
tion at an exceedingly low or nominal 
subscription price. 

‘* No publisher shall sell his» publica- 
tion to any one below the published sub- 
scription price. 

‘“No publisher shall offer premiums 
with his publication unless a price is put 
upon the premium for sale separately 
and the combined ay is at least 75 per 
cent. of the sum of the individual prices. 

‘* No publisher shall conduct voting or 
other contests for the purpose of ob- 
taining subscriptions; subscriptions ob- 
tained in this way wiil not be considered 
bona fide subscriptions. 

‘No publisher may issue holiday, in- 
dustrial, or other special editions. 

‘* Publishers of papers of more than 
eight pages in size -will reduce the 
pages in excess of eight pages 25 per 
This reduction shall be an aver- 
age reduction over one month’s period. 

‘‘No newspaper may be established 
during the period of the war, except 
those for which arrangements had been 
made and plants purchased previous to 
the issuing of this order, or unless it 
can be shown that a new newspaper is 
a@ necessity. 

“A sworn statement will be required 
from each publisher on Nov. 1 as to how 
many of these rules have been put into 
effect by him, and what results in the 
matter of reducing paper consumption 
have been obtained.”’ 


PRAISES AMERICAN TROOPS. 


J. J. McGraw of Oklahoma Says He 
Saw Wonderful Fighting. 


After having had a near view of the 
American soldier at rest and in action 
J. J. McGraw, Republican. National 
Committeeman from ‘Oklahoma _ and 
member .of the Supreme Board of Di- 
rectors of the Knights of Columbus, has 
returned to New York enthusiastic and 
optimistic. He was at Chateau-Thierry 
during the heavy fighting and he talked 
to the men in the ranks. Although, he 
said, he found them a wonderful lot and 
worthy of all the favorable things Gen- 
eral Mangin and others have said about 
them. 

“One day,’’ he said, ‘‘ we were per- 
mitted to visit the scene where a regi- 
ment of field artillery were pounding 
away on the German positions. Their 
guns roared a never-ending chorus. The 
Germans had been on the run for sev- 
eral days and these artillerymen had 


been following closely. They were in 
that position a two days and were 
growing tired of 

‘** We will have the boche on the run 
again in the morning if we can kee —— 
pace up,’ said one of the men; oy 
cannot stand up under this dose muc! 
longer.’ 

‘““He was right. The Germans re- 
treated next morning. Our men are 
doing wonderful fighting.”’ 

Mr. McGraw went to Oyster Bay re- 
cently as the bearer of messages to 
Colonel Roosevelt from his sons, Major 
Roosevelt and Captain Archie Roose- 
velt. Mr. McGraw mentioned the inci- 
dent yesterday in an interview at the 
Hotel Astor. 

“T told the Colonel that Captain 
Archie would soon return home, and he 
broke in with, ‘ Of course he must come 
home. He is afraid people will call him 
a slacker—after what he has done.’ 
When I told him that the Major was 
rapidly improving and at the time of 
our meeting declared he would be back 
in the fighting before three weeks had 
elapsed, the Colonel smiled. I suppose 
the Major is ae parang with the nurses 
right now. knee is a bit painful, 
but he is fujl of fight.”’ 

Marshal Foch sent by cable to 
James A..Flaherty, Supreme Knight of 
the mey hts of Columbus, an apprecia- 
tion of the order, which said in part:
